- Written Word Sacred 
From time Immemorial the written 
law. has been sacred. As soon as, the 
laws of the ancients ' were recorded 
they became sacred. When tho Roman 
laws w.ere . written down, they, assumed 
role of special Importance. In-Eng- 
land,' the laws ; were- recorded In the 
Magna Carta. When any country Is to 
exist, the'ftrst.move It takes Is to draw 
up a constitution, "We are servants 
of the written word." 

Tho constitution of Canada, accord- 
ing to the British North America Act; 
is a law ot Britain.* It is extremely dif- 
ficult to change it and.such a change 
could only be obtained after an al- 
most unanimous consent of the peo- 
ple. A problem, of . Impoi't.ince to-day 
is tho control of radio. The way the 
problem .'is' attacked is by arguing 
about what the ratlieTs ofiConj 
tlon would have done if thoyfnad' 
radios.

Thinkers Disturbed 
* Tho crux of this metamorphosis 
most effected the thinkers who lived 
at the time. They had to adjust their 
own lives which were founded on all 
past thought to tho now theories and 
doctrines that denied rebuttal. Thus 
the great uph^yi^i^^lgibn^^ 
introductlon*of '^ffi^^ti^o^^of Evolu- 
tion. . Tho theory of special creation 
wa's blasted Into ridicule. 

Thought Is no one's monoply; it, can 
be applied to everything. AU except 
idiots think. TlVe problems that pre- 
sent themselves every day . requii-e 
deep thought. Its applications are 
mvltltold ond it is universal. 
Must Answer Facts 
The theories that arise from thought 
have to answer a great many questions 
boforo they can bo entertained in the 
mind , wltli ari^ secilWly. Tho most 
Impotiarit itifiistibii ivHlbh it must ans- 
wer is, "Does-it answer lo tho facts?" 
If it. does not answer to the facts it 
must be discarded, for any application 
ot it would lead only to confusion and 
erro^. 

In the addrch for t^uUi tliat is going 
on ail the thno, it is essential that no 
truth or truths be - suppressed or 
omitted. Every fact miist be intro- 
duced, weighed carefully and its exact 
worth eit^ijiated betorâ it bo laid aside.
